And it is hungry; onmiremusj'wantiijir everything, 
and willing to buy, so long as it has money to buy. To feed and clothe 
and house and comfort tiiose who con-stitute this Slarkct is the business 
of the Farm and Factory. The Farm cannot be a City-,—at least not yet. 
Hut the Factory cannot he anything else hnt a City. .\nd the great 
■City today i.s little ylsc than a Factory. It need not Ire a Fort. It 
cannot Ire a Market in the nioilcrn sense. It is not built for a Home. 
It is just a place to make things—things which must Ire sold some¬ 
where Are. ' 

And so "k'e have the history, very briefly, to be sure, of the city. 
Tt is clear at onec tli.it it has been the vantage point of progress all tho 
whilo.

JIan lived in the city at lir.<t because it was safer than to live out¬ 
side, where prowling foes could easily attack. Then living together, 
hrwl the liking for society, hrdught into practice new methods of luijoy- 
meut. Tlic. ancient, like the modern slave, preferred the city life, al¬ 
though the inastcj aii.l the service might he harder and the siirroimdings 
inucii uioro iinhe.illliy; Mliilc to those whose eircumstanires gave them 
guarantee of leisure and plenty the city offered opimrtunity for inter¬ 
course with other minds and stijiiulatiil wit and fancy. Tlius.camc art 
and literature. I’riuting was iiivenlial in a city. Temples adomeil with 
paintings and slaliiary were found in the eitiin. The -irest men were 
most in demand, and found the largest appreciation, where there were 
the most of other men. Here was the world in miniature—here the 
market for everything from salt fi.'h to genius. Here the world’s prob¬ 
lems were discii.ss,',!. hi caiise her,' men learned to. know that there wa.s a 
world. The history was made, in the main. Here, in a word, men 
le.irned the benefits of as'reri.ition, .tnd having Icarueil, were unwilling 
to give up lire hle^jings t'.iey hail found. 

The City today is the industrial social unit. It is coming to Ire 
recognized as the political social unit. As yet the .Sl.ite is legally the 
politic{il social unit, and the hattlts of lire |Ks,ple iuive to he fictiglit out 
m the field of the state, while the city is made to dc|rend npon tlie state 
for its liberties. Hut the developnrent of uiachiiicry whieh is purely 
municipal in its u.-es. togellier witli the apiiearanee of prolileius i.i gov¬ 
ernments whicli are purely municipal in their origin and character, if 
not in their intiwests and effect.s. is eompelling reeogiiilion of the tuvis,- 
sity of giving to the city a larger autonomy in those matters in which it 
is itself coucernecl. And so. tlie spirt of Democracy, whicli in all time 
has friund in the City its most favorable “oil, is again having its way in 
tlie City, and again is cnnipclllng the cilv-dwellcr to lead in the van of 
the social progress of today.

over all.. ;But within the marhM was a power that -grew and awclW 
until at Jikt the nuuier was nd longer in Bse J^t, aiM tbd soildicT no 
longer made the law for fbe merchant. Slavery Itaell was found to be a 
thing ontwom and too- expensive far for the needs of trade, and slaves 
became freemen. 

In the da}*s of the Middle Ages when Feudaliam was supreme, the 
cities did not grow as they had done before, nor as they did agaif.. Inter. 
The castle wall sufficed to OTsrd the treasures of the-nobles, and the 
country was magnilled over we afy; because fhe city was likely to be 
made up of men who, beemise they lived ehiic together and ao were able 
to co-operate against the power of the nobles, were likely to be trouble¬ 
some for rulers. 

These men of the modaeval cities were free workmen, owning their 
own tools, selling their o»n prodacts and living a life (juito independent 
of their rulers. ' Moreover, beciuire tlrey were well organixeel in guilds, 
and were ^ble to lavc money, tlicy were also able at times when the 
noblci and king.s were in need to secure larger freedom from the_ exac¬ 
tions of the nobility in Tctnm for loans of money, and for aid in the 
^nn of supplies for trar. Thus grow up tiia Free Cities of Europe, of 
which for many years Lfibecfc ws-s the greatest. They organized a great, 
league of cities, called tlie Hanseatic league, and this league fought 
battles with kings and nobles winning victoucs and exacting penalties. 
Their influence and favor were much sought after by the royal heads of 
Europe for many years, until at length kings began to learn the ‘tritks 
of trade,” and to organize their own national and intemationnl com¬ 
merce. 

But the days were past when locations of cities were lived by con¬ 
siderations of military defense alone. Amsterdam is said to h.ave been 
“built upon herrings.” and the meaning of the saying is vers’ interesting 
as an illusthition of the new piiwer that was at worlt in the building of 
the Market City. In tho.se days the Catlihlio faith w.ts strong in many 
lands. Every Friday was a day to be honored by alistinence from meat, 
and tlicrofore by eating fish. Accordingly, salt fish came to be an article 
much in demand, and tho.se who ci-uld supply it were sure of large and 
lucrative trade. Tlie mVateriouK herring came at that time 'n immense 
shoals through the waters horilcring on the location of this new city, 
and so there sprang up a fishing vilmge whieh grew at last into a mighty 
city, and came to have many and various lines of trade. But “Amster¬ 
dam was built upon herring.s.’” 

Battles were jfought under barbarism, because of the wish In steal 
the plunder of the coUqueretl foe. -But with the coming of tire merchant 
and the masters of the Jlarkot City, war took on a different phase and 
purpo.se. War became now, not a battle to steal, but a battle to sell. 
The struggle for trade became the form which the struggle for life hart 
assumed, and thus within the kiarket City there grew the seed of an¬ 
other, s younger and more powerful organization still, and tliat was the 
modern Factory City. 

For, it became plain in the struggle to sell, tliat it was he who coiiM 
sell cheapest who would win in the battle for trade; and so Uie wits of 
men turned, not so much to the shaping of swords as to the invention of 
spinning wheels, and wftving looms, and engines of power to turn the

of plunder;—^the Warriors’ Home. Proof of this oome* to us in 
All the great cities of antiquity were forts. Athens, Home 
,gardens and mighty walls, 
and Bineveh—long lost but

Jerusalem upreared on Palestinian 
for her walla and'books of brick. The word municipklity comes from 
the Isitin word for wall, “munus.” The ancient name of London, 
“IJyndin,” signifies “a lake fort,” and the city was probably built 
orifdnally in the midst of a swamp, or watery plac^ for better protection 
against invading enemies. St Augustine, the oldest of our American 
cities, still shoVrs to visitors, with pride, the ancient .city wall built by 
the Spanish. 

The City Fort was built by slaves. Within it might be found the 
tge-long struggles of the classes, so obscured by thejnodem writers of 
history. Bsih^c splendor of art and architecture, massive palace and 
stately temple, the tramp of liveried troops and fl. sb of precious stones,— 
all these were there. 3Insic and wine and dancing, pleasure and ^se 
and luxury, for the masters. But neath the city-w^ there cowered also 
the trembling slavo, whipped to his hovel at the close of day. The 
fighting man, train^ from his youth to fight the battles of the king, 
chafed under the restrictions of the city wHl and the royal palace dis- 
dplinc. BevoH of soldiers, and rebellion of slaves played a much larger 
part in those sjreient days than we have been allowed tmknow. Sparta- 
ens was one example of the slave trained to fight, who longed for freedom 
for himself arH his class and at length oogld no longer bear the torture 
of his humiliation. And when he rose in revolt, he took with him thous¬ 
ands of his fellows, and Boman nobles found thst not without,cost could 
they regain their former control over those whom they so cruelly ex¬ 
ploited for pleasure and for gain. 

But if the city fort was built hry slaves, and even though it con¬ 
tained such antagonistic and diverse elements, it marked a step in ad¬ 
vance for human life, and fumisbedt conditions for the development of 
the later and better city life. 

To the City Fort came the ■travelii^ eardvai^ with products of 
foreign soils and labor. At first with gifts for kings they came, and 
precious wares for- nohlo men to buy. ^en as the demand for these 
grew with knowledge of them, more artisans were set' at work, more 
cloths vsere woven, more stones were , polished, .-nore jewels made, more 
weapons fashioned in the manner pc^isr to the place; until at last 
between city and city there came to be the well known paths of commerce.
